T etanus Day Appront lie*.. 


The Chicago health 
departm ent 
* fakes occasion again to warn the pub- 
lice of the dangers attending w hat it 
calls the “Chinese celebration of our 
national holiday.” A larger num ber 
of deaths result each year from te­ 
tanus or lockjaw than from any oth­ 
er form of injury connected w ith the 
Fourth of July fireworks. This num ­ 
ber has been greatly reduced during 
the last three years, and can be still 
fu rther reduced by attention to a few 
sim ple rules. 
The num ber was in 
1903. 466 deaths in the whole coun­ 
try from Independence day celebra­ 
tions: in 1905, 182. In 1903, 415 caf­ 
es of lockjaw ; in 1905, 102. Tn Chi­ 
cago alone there were 74 deaths from 
lockjaw in 1903, and 41 In 1905. 
The cause of tetanus is prim arily 
d irt; secondarily, absence of air. The 
tetanus germ is found abundantly in 
street d irt, especially where horses 
have been. The germ is harm less so 
long as exposed to the air. but if car 
ried into the flesh by a bit of m etal 
and kept from the air It develops a 
virulent poison against which science 
is powerless. A bit of flying shell, a 
percussion cap or blank cartridge, a 
rusty nail or other useless m etallic

Dr. Hall, who is the originator of (he 
idea, has planned a complete Christian 
city under one roof. 
The main pur­ 
pose is to provide good society for the 
working .voung men and women of 
Chicago who are now compelled to 
live in cheap rooms and are deprived 
of all social diversion. 
Five floors of the temple are to be 
devoted to a university which will ac­ 
commodate 12.0U0 pupils who must 
obtain their education at night, if at 
all. 
In the building there will be 8,600 
rooms, and each room will be rented 
to two young men or two young wo­ 
men at a rate, per individual, of $2.50 
a week. The young people will have 
their clubs, lodges, societies, parties, 
etc., all under one roof. 
The auditorium will be one of the 
moet splendid in Chicago If Dr. H all’s 
plans are carried to fulfillm ent It will 
seat 12.000 at one time, ai_d will be 
so arranged that the stage will be in 
the center of the auditorium. 
In the eighteen story temple there 
will be banquet halls, restaurants, laun­ 
dries, rooms for servants and attend­ 
ants, a bank, cliapels. recreation rooms, 
study rooms, etc. In fact, the young 
people need not go out of the temple 
to live a complete life. 
Dr. Hall declared be was in New 
York recently and talked with a bond­

mo v e. 1 here will be avalanches later. 
A Striking Parallel. 
T he parallel betw een the 
Russian 
a nd French revo lutio n is o ne o f the 
m o st striking things In m o dern histo ry. 
It Is as tho ugh the leaders o f the do u­ 
m a w ere co nscio usly m o deling their 
co urse a fte r that taken by th e French 
natio nal co nventio n. 
Bo th bo dies had 
the sam e so rt o f an Inso lent, v icio us, 
g ra fting 
aristo cracy 
and 
the same 
m anner o f a weak, well lntentlo ned, 
v acillating m o narch 
w ith 
who m 
to 
deal. Bo th represented the sam e kind 
o f a sullen, desperate 
co nstituency , 
hardened and brutalized 
thro ug h cen­ 
turies o f m isrule; bo th m et In May ; 
bo th nam ed Its radical 
g ro up “The 
M o untain," and l» o th had a sim ilar 
trinity 
o f 
w atc h w o rds-th e 
cry 
o f 
“ Liberty,

In 
France 
having 
been 
mo dified Into 


the g reat hall o f th e W inter palace 
w ere banked the no bles, o n the o ther 
the representatives o f the peo ple. 
It 
w as the o ld o rder and the new. 
The 
o ne waa dazzling In Jewels, unifo rm s, 
m edals, sashes and go ld lace. The o th­ 
e r w as clo thed In the plain and o ften 
co arse dress o f the citizen and peasant. 
Fo rm alism and caste w ere o n the o ne 
hand, sim plicity and dem o cracy o n the 
o ther. 
“ Let tho se w ear clo thes who 
ueed them ," said Tho m as Paine, and 
the aristo cratic party certainly needed 
all Its finery, fo r inw ardly it w as fo ul 
and unkem pt, while the g reat peasant •

o utw ard trappings, fo r they w ere clo th- |

| while Inw ardly they w ere fair and 
clean. 


The Old Order and the New. 


B etw een the tw o bo dies w as a wide * 
space, a veritable gulf, thro ugh which 
1 w alked the czar w ith his em press, 
grand dukes and o ther ro yalties. Small 
| and Insignificant he lo o ked, and his 
j hand trem bled. 
He kissed the repre­ 
sentative o f the church and heard the 
chanting o f the priests umld their 
, ico ns. 
Then he stro de, w ith an as 
1 sum ed dignity several sizes to o large 
I fo r him, up to his thro ne, and fro m th a t 
i seem ing em inence, th a t has sunk much 
In height o f late, he delivered his 
speech, which said no thing except by 
Its o missio ns. At its clo se the no bles 
bro ke into lo ud cheers, but the repre 
sentatlves o f the peo ple rem ained Im­ 
passive and still.

T hro ugho ut the do cum ent bristles 
w ith th rusts a t the bureaucracy, the 
g rafters and the petty despo ts who 
stand betw een the czar and the peo ­ 
ple. These m ust go . If the czar stands 
w ith them po ssibly he may go w ith the 
rest. The answ er do es no t say this, but 
there are m eanings in it no t put baldly 
in wo rds. 
Besides, when a peo ple 
sta rts m o ving it so m etim es go es fur­ 
ther than at first intended. W hen th a t 
great inert m uss o f the Slav em pire 
gets m o m entum It m ight be as well fo r 
little Nicho las to stand o ut o f the way.

etrlkes, the pro nunelam ento s and the 
uprisings 
o ccasio ned

gro ups struck terro r to the heart o f 
the bureaucracy, and to allay the po pu­ 
lar unrest the czar finally co nsented 
to call a natio nal co nsultative assem ­ 
bly th at wo uld have no real po wer. 
No w th a t lie has it, he w ants to let go . 
The plight o f the Am erican president

o las. 
The do um a may no t be able to 
do anything, but its very presence 
gives a sense of so lidarity to the peo ple 
and unifies them fo r their struggle 
w ith the privileged classes. 
Mo reo ver, 
it gives a definite and autho ritative 
statem ent o f their dem ands. 
It m akes 
them an o rganic entity rather than a 
mo b. 


Influence o f the Do uma, 
The firs; surprise th a t came, and it 
w as an agreeable o ne to all lo vers o f 
liberty,

Self styled superio r perso ns alw ays a f­

Evils in go vernm ent co me, no t 
fro m trusting the m asses, but fro m self 
seeking men, fro m tho se w ho w ant to

It is tk*s« things that 
are in co ntro vert km to dem o cratic in­ 
stitutio ns which are at fault, no t the 
dem o cratic institutio ns them selves.

This has been pro ved o ver 
and o ver again thro ugho ut mo dern his­ 
to ry.

bly, and in the zem stvo , o r assem bly

The repu blican central committee 
of Lee cou nty transacted consider­ 
able bu siness in a 
comparatively 
short time Monday. 
There was har­ 
mony throughout the meeting

with what was done. There was a lit­ 
tle friction, however, at the last when 
Chairman McGowan announced that 
the next thing in order was a motion 
to adjourn. Committeeman Guffin of 
W yoming moved to adjourn and in­ 
stantly there was a second to his mo­ 
tion. 
Before Chairman 
McGowan 
could put the Guffin motion to a vote 
Committeeman Shaner of the Third 
election district in the city of D ix oi 
moved to amend the motion to ad­ 
journ by moving to adjourn for ten 
seconds, and also sta ting that he had 
an important matter to bring before 
the committee which, in his judg­ 
ment, a number of the comm ittee­ 
men wished to ex press 
themselves 
upon. 
The chair repeatedly asked 
Mr. Shaner that if he had anything 
to state to the committee that he 
should sta te it and that the com­ 
mittee would be pleased to hear him 
before acting on the motion to ad­ 
journ. It was plainly evident that 
Mr. Shaner did not care to make any 
statement until action 
was 
taken 
upon his motion and insisted on rec­ 
ognition by the chair. Chairman Mc­ 
Gowan was just as firm as was Mr. 
Shaner and as the majority of the 
committee were in favor of adjourn­ 
ing, the chair recognized Mr. Guf- 
fin’s motion to adjourn. The call of 
the yeas and naes were demanded by 
the Shaner faction and the result of 
the vote on adjournment stood 14 
to IS. 
No one was able to find out just 
what Mr. Shaner wished to bring to 
the attention of the committee, and 
everybody let it go at that. The op­ 
inion of many was that Mr. Shaner 
wanted to have a little sport with 
the chair.

TWO FARMERS HAD NARROW 
ESCAPE FROM LIGHTNING 


Lightning struck the roof of Ed 
Pow ell’s barn, east of Sterling, late 
Friday afternoon. The bolt hit the 
end of the roof at the peak and pass­ 
ed down the inside of the structure 
splintering timbers in its path but 
doing no material damage. On the 
floor of the barn was some paper 
which was ignited and was ex tin­ 
guished by Mr. Powell who rushed to 
the barn as soon as he heard the 
heavy detonation of the 
thunder. 
Fortunately there was no hay in the 
mow as the fluid would in all prob­ 
ability have caused a bad fire. 
On the whole there were several 
features about the incident that sa ­ 
vor of the remarkable. A few mo­ 
ments before *he bolt struck the barn 
Mr. Powell had been standing 
on 
the spot where the discharge passed 
down. Had he been there at the time 
of the stroke lip would probably have 
been killed. W ill Hubbard, who was 
passing the Powell place at the time 
the storm broke, was in the barn for 
shelter and stood about six feet from 
the door. He has no clear recollec­ 
tion of what happened when the bolt 
fell. The first thing he realized a fter­ 
ward was that he was lying in the 
barnyard about a dozen feet from 
where he had been standing. He says 
that he has no recollection of having 
run from the barn. He received no 
injury. Several horses in the barn 
were stupid for some time after the 
stroke, but all have entirely recov 
ered today. Mr. Powell had not left 
the place at the end of the barn more 
than two or three minutes when the 
lightning struck.

Seem s to M inim ize the D isclo sures o f 
the Interstate Bo ard. 


Philadelphia, Ju ly 3.— A preliminary 
report of the special committee of the 
board of directors of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company recently appointed 
to investigate alleged discrimination in 
the distribution of coal cars, as re­ 
vealed at the hearings of the inter­ 
state commerce eommmission has been 
submitted to the full board of the com­ 
pany. 
After a short discussion the re­ 
port was unanimously approved. 
The committee says that the testi­ 
mony taken bv the interstate commerce 
board showed "that of more than 300 
operators of bituminous coal mines sit­ 
uated on the lines of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company less than ten opera­ 
tors in all have testified that they be­ 
lieved themselves to have been unfair­ 
ly discriminated against, either in the 
distribution of coal cars or in the mat­ 
ter of sidings connecting mine work­ 
ings with the railr«*td line.” 
“ Fifty-one of the more than 123,000 
officers and employes of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad company were exam­ 
ined before the interstate 
commerce 
commission, aud of those 
witnesses 
twenty-one were 
shown to have ac­ 
quired in various ways interests in 
coal companies or properties, alleged, 
but not proven, to have received undue 
and unreasonable preferences 
in 
the 
distribution of coal cars, or in the con­ 
struction of sidngs. 
“ Despite the public impression to the 
contrary derived from the fragmentary 
publications of the evidence 
in the 
newspapers the testimony of the w it­ 
nesses examined before the commis­ 
sion does not prove that there have 
been, in fact, any undue or unreason­ 
able preferences, either in the distribu­ 
tion of coal cars or in the construction 
of sidings.” 
In closing the report the committee 
says that tin* conditions of today re­ 
quire “ every officer and employe of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company to part 
with any investments which lie has 
in the share« of any coal producing 
company, and also to part with any 
interest wlii< h he has in oi with any 
firm or individual mining coal, on any 
of the lines of the Pennsylvania ruil 
road system.”
